AGAWAM — Just two days 
after MGM Resorts International 
announced it finalized the first 


surrounding community agree- 
ment for MGM Springfield with 
the town of Ludlow, officials in 
Agawam announced that they, too, 
have signed an agreement. 

During a press conference at 
Agawam Town Hall Friday, Dec. 
6, Mayor Richard A. Cohen, Town 
Clerk Richard Theroux and City 
Councilor Paul Cavallo confirmed 
that the town and MGM have en-

nity Agreement to mitigate any 
adverse impacts of the proposed 
MGM project on the town of Aga- 
wam. 

MGM Springfield, an approxi- 
mately $800 million resort, is 
proposed for 14.5 acres of land be- 
tween Union and State streets, and 
Columbus Avenue and Main Street 
in Springfield. MGM is seeking 
the sole gaming license in Western 
Massachusetts. 


Theroux is the chairperson 
of the Agawam Casino Impact 
Study Committee while Cavallo 
is a member. Other members of 
the committee include Councilor 
Donald Rheault, School Commit- 
tee member Wendy Rua and Kate 
Gourde, owner of Cooper’s Com- 
mons, representing local business 
owners. 

“Tt’s certainly an historic day for 
Agawam as we all know that the 


casino legislation was passed and 
licenses will be awarded sometime 
in February or March,’ Cohen said 
Friday. 

The agreement will guarantee 
payments totaling $2.37 million 
paid out over the course of 15 
years. The first $125,000 will be 
paid upon the license being issued 
to MGM. Agawam will also receive 
an annual payment of $100,000 for

Like grandfather, like grandson 


Football tradition flies high for one family

AGAWAM — One of Shelley 
Reed’s favorite things is the love 
of football that both her 86-year- 
old father and 16-year-old son 
share. 

Reed’s father, Ed Borgatti, Sr., 
played football in the early 1940s 
under the direction of Harmon A. 
Smith, the legendary coach of the 
Agawam High School football 
program and namesake of the 
school’s athletic stadium. After 
graduating, Borgatti served in the 
navy for two years and went on 
to play semi-pro football when 
he returned home from the war in 
1948. 

Fast forward to the mid-2000s. 
Reed’s son, Michael, started play-

ing the sport in third grade with 
the Agawam Youth Football pro- 
gram. The young man just com- 
pleted his junior year playing 
center, the very same position that 
his grandfather had once played. 

“Tt makes me cry with joy to 
see my dad watching my son 
play,’ said Reed, who attends the 
games along with her husband, 
Doug, and 11-year-old daughter, 
Cassie. “The fact that they both 
love the game, even playing the 
Same position by coincidence, 
makes their connection so very 
strong and more rewarding for 
our family.” 

Reed recalled a time when her 
father was ill and the doctor asked 
him what was “keeping him go- 
ing.” He said, “I want to live to 
see my grandson play high school 
football.” 

The 86-year-old Borgatti, a 
retired police detective and pa- 
triarch of the famed E. B.’s Res-

ourtney Barberi is fighting 

back against the disease that 
took her mother’s life — with a 
little help from a_ professional 
football team. 

The 27-year-old Agawam resi- 
dent is raffling two tickets toa New 
England Patriots game. Chances 
to win the tickets — valued at more 
than $120 each — are for the final 
regular season game at Gillette 
Stadium in Foxborough, Sunday, 
Dec. 29, against the Buffalo Bills.

Barberi, co-chair of Team Rossi, 
wants to raise at least $500 from 
the raffle. Proceeds will go toward 
the team’s fundraising total at the 
Relay.

She formed the team three years 
ago to honor and pay tribute to her 
mother, who died from leukemia 
in 2012.

Both are 
the daughters of Barberi’s grand- 
father, Agawam City Councilor 
Robert Rossi.

Her mother was only 46 when 
she died and her aunt just 32. 
Those deaths spurred Barberi’s in- 
volvement as co-captain of a team 
for the first Relay For Life in Aga- 
wam in 2012. Since then, she has 
focused on furthering the ACS’s

Humason named Senate Minority Whip

BOSTON -— State Sen. Don Humason (R-Westfield) has 
another new title to add to his resume: Senate Minority 
Whip. 

In a legislative context, the term “whip” is used to describe 
an individual whose job description includes “maintenance 
of party discipline among the rank and file.” In U.S. Legisla- 
tures, the whip in a minority party is the number two figure 
in the party’s caucus. 

In a statement issued Dec. 6, Humason said he is hon- 
ored to have been chosen for the post, and he appreciates the 
implication that he has the confidence of Senate Minority 
Leader Bruce Tarr (R-Gloucester). 

“T am looking forward to working alongside my Republi- 
can colleagues in the Senate and with our Democratic col- 
leagues on the other side of the aisle as we serve the people 
of the Commonwealth,” he said. 


Small Caucus 

The choices available to Tarr were not abundant. There 
are only four Republicans at present in the Massachusetts 
Senate. Aside from Tarr himself, and Humason, the Repub- 
lican caucus consists of Robert Hedlund and Richard Ross, 
of Weymouth and Wrentham, respectively. Ross has already 
served as minority whip. 

“Although Republicans are outnumbered by Democrats in 
the Senate, we have no shortage of good ideas for improving 
the economy and making the state a more affordable place 
to live,” said Tarr. “Don Humason has garnered tremendous 
respect from his colleagues for his willingness to work with 
other people, and I look forward to working closely with him 
in the months ahead to address the issues that are important 
to our constituents and to ensure that state government is 
responsive to the needs of all its citizens.” 

Humason, until recently a state representative, was elected 
to the Senate in November to replace former Sen. Michael 
Knapik (R-Westfield) who resigned from the Second Hamp- 
den and Hampshire District Seat in August to take a job 
within Westfield State University. 

Knapik was a figure who himself had earned a great deal 
of respect among fellow senators of both parties. He could 
take surprising stands, though, as when just a month before 
his resignation he voted to override Gov. Deval Patrick’s 
veto of a tax increase bill. 

Knapik’s resignation forced a special election Nov. 5, in 
which Humason defeated the Democratic candidate, David 
K. Bartley, a Holyoke city councilor. The Humason/Bartley 
vote count was neither a landslide nor a squeaker. Humason 
polled 18,122 votes, his rival 16,314. 


Humason’s resume 

Humason first became a state representative in 2003. He 
was once director of legislative affairs at the Massachusetts 
Office of Health and Human Services and and Knapik’s 
chief of staff in the House and Senate. He continues to serve 
on the Westfield Republican 
City Committee.

but also that he understands the intricacies of policy-mak- 
ing needed to get things done in Boston,’ said Tarr. “As the 
Minority Whip, Don will be an integral part of my leadership 
team and will work with the members of our Caucus every 
day to ensure that the Republican Caucus is effectively in- 
volved in all matters taken up on Beacon Hill.” 

For his part, Humason said he was “honored” to be ap- 
pointed.

Polls often blow 
in the wind 


here is no doubt that a significant 

number of residents in Agawam — and 
indeed other communities surrounding 
Springfield — are holding their breath in 
anticipation of the Massachusetts Gam- 
ing Commission’s (MGC) final decision 
about the future of the proposed MGM 
Springfield casino, especially in light of 
the signed community agreement town of- 
ficials here signed with MGM last week. 
But while we understand that a casino in 
our midst is essentially a given, we cannot 
help but think that there are still a num- 
ber of lessons that should be drawn from 
the experience the region — and indeed the 
Commonwealth — have gone through over 
the last few years. 

Earlier this week, investigators for 
MGC recommended MGM Resorts Inter- 
national be found suitable to apply for a 
casino license in Springfield and the five- 
member gaming commission was expect-

There are those who believe that the 
expanding gaming legislation passed two 
years ago was symptomatic of a case of 
collusion between government officials 
and business interests independent of the 
views of many in the Commonwealth, 
such as those who are working on a ballot 
initiative to repeal the law enabling casi-

nos, and we don’t entirely disagree. But 
it is hard to reconcile the results of casino 
referenda in Palmer, West Springfield and 
East Boston with data produced by univer- 
sity polls that seems to still indicate strong 
support for resort casinos. Our esteemed 
leaders in Boston (and perhaps, some right 
here in the greater Springfield area) have 
once again received a valuable lesson in 
the dangers of policy through polling. 

A poll last month of over 500 randomly 
selected adults statewide by the Western 
New England University Polling Institute 
indicated that overall 61 percent of adults 
said they supported casinos in Massachu- 


setts with 33 percent opposed and the rest 
undecided, while 55 percent said they op- 
posed one in their communities compared 
to 42 percent in favor and the remainder 
undecided. This poll was funded by the 
university itself, but in some ways seems 
to mirror thoughts expressed before and 
after the West Springfield and Palmer 
votes. 

For gauging the general sentiment of the 
public — generally a noble practice — does 
nota coherent law make, particularly when 
the right questions are not always asked. 
This is true not only relative to the casino 
question, but for blanket attempts to roll 


back taxes and even the referendum which 
allowed for the medical use of marijuana. 
The trip from ballot to our neighborhoods 
is indeed a bumpy one. Tim Vercellotti, 
director of the Polling Institute, also made 
reference to a statewide initiative for phy- 
sician-assisted suicide in recent years, for 
which polling data showed strong support 
but was later defeated after an extensive 
campaign. 

Representative government may always 
be an inexact science, but it is the respon- 
sibility of everyone to make it less so. Our 
leaders at all levels need to take a good, 
hard look at where some of these legis- 


lative initiatives are coming from and ex- 
amine all the angles through independent 
analyses before falling into another pub- 
lic relations pitfall. And for the average 
voter and taxpayer, as always, we need 
to continue to educate ourselves, not just 
on the campaign trail, but through regu- 
lar conversation with our own neighbors, 
business and financial community. No in- 
vestment banker would advise a client to 
spend his or her money on what sounds 
good at the time. It’s time to stop making 
our political decisions that way.

15 years, as well as $750,000 paid according to a schedule 
under the agreement, he said. 

In addition, MGM will pay all of the town’s legal and con- 
sulting expenses and impact study fees. 

The town will also be paid annually for “any net adverse 
material impacts” determined by an independent consultant 
after the first and fifth years of casino operation. 

“We will be able to look at the impacts the casino actually 
has after the first year and the fifth year instead of coming 
up with ‘what ifs,’ Cohen said. “That was something very 
important to me.” 

Also important, Cohen said, is the “favorite nations” 
clause the agreement includes, which assures the town that 
MGM “will not, prior to submission of its gaming applica- 
tion, enter into a mitigation agreement with another abutting 
community with more favorable payment terms.” 

“Tf any other surrounding community gets more than we 
do, we get to open up and get what they do,” Cohen said. “I 
want to make sure that Agawam is protected and that we get 
at least as much or more than any surrounding community.” 

Also stated in the agreement, the town will reserve its right 
to apply for access to state mitigation funds including the 
“Community Mitigation Fund” established under the gam- 
ing act. 

“We’re not giving up our right to go to the state for mitiga- 
tion funds,” Cohen clarified. “I’m very happy to be able to 
get what we did. I think it’s 1n the best interest of our com- 
munity, especially the favorite nations clause and the look 
backs,’ he added. 

One major concern of town officials throughout the pro- 
cess was ensuring that there are no negative impacts on local 
businesses, including Six Flags New England. 

“As has been previously reported, MGM and Six Flags 
New England have entered into a cross-marketing agree- 
ment,’ Cohen said. “In addition, MGM has been in touch 
and has agreed to utilize a number of Agawam businesses 
to discuss procurement and related business opportunities so 
that the businesses in our community, not just Six Flags, can 
enjoy the commerce that comes along with a casino.” 

Cohen said he was pleased with the agreement and thanked 
the casino committee for its work in putting together some- 
thing favorable to the town. 

“The payment — $2.37 million over 15 years — is a sub- 
stantial amount of money. We will certainly look to put that 
money to good use and to use it in any way that we may need 
to after we see what the impacts are on the community,’ Co- 
hen said. He declined to elaborate on how the money would 
be spent. 

“This is $150,000 a year: that’s salaries, that’s police 
equipment, it could be something for the senior center. I’m 
not going to commit to anything at this point,’ Cohen said, 
adding the casino has to first get the license before town offi- 
cials can determine where money is needed and in what way 
it will most benefit the community. 

Theroux said the primary focus of the casino study com- 
mittee was not to determine whether or not the region should 
have a casino, but how the town could work with that ca- 
sino. 

“T absolutely applaud the legislature for crafting legisla- 
tion that gives surrounding communities not only a say in 
that type of venture, but a compensation package,” he said. 
“We wanted to discuss what was under the legislation, and 
that was basically a community abutting agreement.” 

He called negotiations with MGM “professional” and 
“right on point” and said the final agreement includes not 
only Cohen’s demands for the town of Agawam, but the ca- 
sino committee’s own thoughts as well. 

“This agreement is solid for the town,’ Theroux said. “It 
protects the town of Agawam today as well as in the future.” 

He went on to state that the committee did its job by rec- 
ommending a contract between MGM and the town. 

“T’m pleased to have it done today,’ said Theroux. 

Cohen said the agreement was a team effort between Aga- 
wam officials and MGM. 

“T look forward to a long-lasting relationship with MGM,” 
he said. “I look forward to jobs and hopefully future eco- 
nomic prosperity for the whole region.”

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Changes ahead for basketball season

With basketball season getting started this week, there 
have been many changes to the landscape on both the boys 
and the girls side of the ledger. 

The first is that realignment has taken place across the 
league for the upcoming campaign.

Wheel will have Amherst, Chicopee, East Longmeadow, 
Northampton, Westfield and West Springfield. 

The Suburban will have seven teams with Agawam, 
Belchertown, Chicopee Comp, Longmeadow, Ludlow, 
Minnechaug, Sabis and South Hadley. In the Hampshire 
League will be Athol, Frontier, Greenfield, Hopkins, Ma- 
har, Mohawk, Pioneer, Smith Academy and Turners Falls, 
while the Tri-County will feature Dean Tech, Franklin 
Tech, Gateway, Holyoke Catholic, McCann Tech, Path- 
finder, Pioneer Valley Christian, St. Mary, Smith Voke and 
Westfield Voke. 

On the girls side, the Valley League will have Central, 
Holyoke, Longmeadow, Northampton and West Spring- 
field, while the Valley Wheel will be Agawam, East Long- 


meadow, Ludlow, Minnechaug and Westfield. 

Amherst, Belchertown, Chicopee, Chicopee Comp and 
Sabis will make up the Suburban, with Hampshire, Granby, 
Monson, Palmer and South Hadley in the Central. 

The Franklin is split into three leagues with Athol, East- 
hampton, Frontier, Hopkins and Mahar forming the North, 
Greenfield, Mohawk, Pioneer, Turners Falls and Smith 
Academy in the South, and Cathedral, Holyoke Catholic, 
McCann Tech, Southwick and Ware in the East. 

The Tri-County will have two leagues with Commerce, 
Dean Tech, Smith Voke, St. Mary and Westfield Voke in the 
South, and Franklin Tech, Gateway, Pathfinder, Putnam, 
Pioneer Valley Christian and Sci-Tech in the North.
